WasHinagron, Nov, 14, —Professor Harkness
of 1bhe UniltedzSintes Navy, renchied Rietimond
Festirday for the parposse of taking an obsery-
atlop of thie aliltude of Lhe meleors which were
expecled 1o appear as shoollug stars last night.,
Huvivg obtained a suitable position, he saw
Lthis ornivg, about 3 o'vlock, quite a shower of
melvors at about the altitude of one hundred
milles above the surfuce of the eurth, 1o regard
to thene showers e suys:—

The mosl slnguiar part of the whole matter
Is, that within the last few months it bhas bean
proved, almosl beyond the possibiilly of &
doubn, Ebat several small comels which have
been regently observed actually move in and
form a part of this stream. In other words,
these comeis are neltber more nor less than
ratlper large meteors. All day Wednesduy both
the meteors and the earth were rushing in a
hesdlopg chase to a polnt of space, nud about 3 1
o'clock on Tharsduy mosuing Lhe eurthh plonged
jnto the stream. lTostunlly siars begun Lo fall as
thick ng autumnn leaves, scarcely an instant

anscd Lhat thelr Nery tralls were not seen lighi-
rl g upthe sky, and for much of the time there
were half a acoie in the air al onee, Some were
mere specks of lght—falot sparks from Lhe
luborniory of nature—white others shione with
& brilllaney surpassing that of the lIargest |
rechels, with all the colors of tbe ralnbow, At
aquarter past 4 o’clock the earih had reached
the thickest of the steam, and the colossal bom-
bardment was at its helght, Two obwervers,
whose ravge of vision only embraced abouat
half of the vislble heavens. ocounted one hun-
dred and nipety-three meleors o ten mioutes.
They were flying pest the earth at the rate of
more Lthan two Lhousand every hour, and as
ench one passed the friotlon caused by its flight
thro ‘fh the Atmosphere was so greéat that it
burst into flame, llgmlnﬂ,uﬂthn beavens, and,
for a brigl Instant contributing its mite to the
brilliant spectacle, then plupging agaln ioto
the depth of space no more to be seen by mor-
tel eye till the explration of anotber period of
thirly years,

In regard to the main body of the strenm Pro-
fessor Harkness snys:— -

It was thicker and the meteorites more
pumelons in some places than In others, In
one partieular reglon they were more thickly
crowded togetber than In sny olher, and regu-
larly once in about thirty-threo years it returns
1o the point jun space raversed by tho path of
the earth In November, and glves rise Lo the
famhous star showers, about which so much has
been sald and wrillen of law. No one can
expect Lo witness o spectacle of guoch & charac-
ler more than once io & lifetime, and the oril-
lHancy and sublimity of that of Tast night was
such #u8 W0 #tamp iself indelibly npon the
memories of those who were so fortunate as w
